SUBJECT s Storage of Vital Intelligence Documents 


1. At the Instigation of comnlttee desire expressed at 
the aeetlag on 16 August 1?U3, the ICAJPS member of the cojpxittoe 
has contacted the State Department, Army, Navy and Air Faroe, 
along the lines of my nesorandunt to the Director of Intelligence, 
subject as above, dated 17 August* In addition to this, I have 
contacted several other persons in the Department of the Artsy 
concernin' this matter* 

2* Present indications in response to the questions 
of paragraph h of the above Mentioned letter arei 

a* Department of State has done nothing toward 
providing storage for vital docrcnents* They are not 
certain an to what action, if any, sill be taken* They, 
further, are interested in CIA providing the storage 
space and the reproduction* 

b« the Army is interested in having CIA furnish 
the storage space and the facilities Mentioned, They, 
further, feel that in order to obviate as auch un- 
necessary duplication as is possible, that every effort 
should be aside to coordinate such reproduction as is 
done by CIA with the other Intelligence Agencies in 
order that they, in turn, may not feel the necessity 
to reproduce and store the sene documents. Certain 
decentralisation planning is going f or w ard on a joint 
basis In response to a directive from the Secretary of 
Defense* See paragraphs 3 end U. 

c. The Navy Department is unable to produce a 
i eertSln response concerning intelligence documents at 
this time, since the problem is linked with that of ti» 
storage of vital operational records* It is possible 
that a response say be received prior to the Meeting on 
23 August* 

d* The Air Force has no active program concerning 
the storage problem, but has made dissemination of the 
tombing en c y clopedia and target folders to the Strategic 
Aim Cc— aadj at Andrews Field* ftreaent consideration in

Government® Consideration of the location of the intelligence activ- 
ities of the Department of State and the CIA at the centralised 
intelligence point noted above may be openid® 


4® In the event that the intelligence activities of the 
Army* *avy, and Air Force arc located at its decentralised head- 
quarters, or at a central point other than tha*« headquarter* the 
major portion of the reproduction problem facia* the Armed Forces 
will be oliiAinated® The problem of hew much af service originated 
intelligence material wi thin CIA whiels should be reproduced will be 
a matter of as teasing the risk of destruction of the various decen- 
tralised service headquarters. 


8« Since the act ions of the Armed Forces are dependent upon 
the present decentralisation planning and since the proposals node 
to the Ansed Force* visualised each choosing and reproducing the 
material it desired to safeguard, I recommend that CIA proceed with 
its claiming in this matter on the basis that the Armed Force* end 
the Department of State will participate in this storage at least to 
a limited extent® I further recem-end that tha Anaad Farces and tha 
State Department 'be kept abreast of CIA planning and action*, and that, 
tha whole position .-©neeming IAC participation be re-openod prior to 
tha reaching of a do Is ion for a plane of storage, i order lost ana* 
change of attitude or desire to be included in tha storage program 
nay be used in a**#a*in,c the place atwi *i*e of the repository® 
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
